9.5 percent of total private sector employment, 
employing over 228,000 workers across 19,250 
businesses in 2019. The Transportation and 
Logistics industry is concentrated in Missouri at 
a higher than average rate, particularly in 
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Container Manufacturing. Employment in this 
industry has been steadily growing, increasing by 
1.4 percent per year from 2014 to 2019. 
Transportation and Logistics wages averaged 
$59,378 in 2018, higher than the state average 
of $51,139 for all industries. 


Transportation and Logistics has many career 
pathways with opportunity for a rewarding career 
with good pay and advancement in Procurement 
and Sales, Transportation, and Warehousing and 
Distribution.
